Very discouraging reports are received 


l>y the State Board of Agriculture from 
various parts of the state in relation to 
the wheat crop. The situation as re- 
ported a few weeks ago has not changed. 
It is estimated that about three-fourths 
ot the land seeded in wheat last fall is 
being plowed up for spring wheat, oats 
or corn. The remaining fourth 
will 


probably not yield more than half a crop 
per acre. Pike county, one of the best 
wheat counties in the State, claims a 
full halt crop. There the wheat seems 
better on the low lands, though us a rule 
wheat has Buffered most on low, 
flit 


ground, where water stood during tho 
winter. One thing remarkable is that 
the best wheat is not found this year m 
the so-called "wheat belt" of Illinois. 
Much good wheat is found north of the 
Wabash railroad. Lmring this month, 
especially from 
the 17th to the 25th, 


wheat has 
Buffered greatly from dry 


weather. In the low lanas the ground 
seemed baked and cracked badly, and on 
higher grounds the continued winds 
were very damaging. 


A farmer living in Meehaniesburg 


township was in town yesterday and said 
he had just started three teams to plow- 
ing up 140 acres of land seeded to wheat 
last fall. Until a short time ago, he 
thought there were good prospects for a 
fair crop, but later discovered that the 
fly had been at work and rained the 
wheat, 


THE report of the Bureau of Statistics 


shows that in ,the first three months of 
the present calendar year there was en 
excess of nearly 825,000,000 in the coun- 
try's merchandise exports over its im- 
ports, and of $112,000,000 in the nine 
months ending with March. This excess, 
in the case of the shorter period, is much 
more than four times as great as that in 
the corresponding time in the previous 
year, and in the longer period, by a sim- 
ilar comparison, the excess ie tripled. 
This is an agreeable change from the 
condition of things two years ago or less, 
and, from present indications, it is likely 
to be maintained for three or four more 
years.

The Free Coinage Question. 


WASHISGTOS, April 29.—It looks to- 
ight as though the Senate would pass 
he Teller Free Coinage bill or aome- 
hing very like it. To-morrow the Cas- 
erns Administration bill will likely be 
lisposed of, and the next business on the 
calendar to be considered under the or- 
ler arranged by tho steering committee 
3 the Jones Silver bill. Tho attempt 
to-day to get the caucus committee to- 
rether to pass upon the silver question 
vas a failure, and it does not seem 
ikely that the committee will be able 
to do any thing before the matter comos 
up for consideration in the Senate. 


As was stated in the United Press 


dispatches nearly a month ago, the 
Democrats in the Senate will vote for 
roe coinage—that is, enough of them 
will vote for free coinage to put upon 
the Republican members frem the West 
the onus of rejecting free coinage if it 
is rejected. The silver men, with the 
exception of Mr. Teller, are willing to 
accept a compromise for the sake oi 
getting some legislation on tho subject 
through Congress and past the Execu 
tive, but one of them said to a United 
Press reporter 
yesterday afternoon: 


There is no use in putting through a 
free coinage measure to bo vetoed by 
President, for then we would have no 
legislation at all. We are willing to 
accept something which we are sure the 
Administration will approve, and which 
will increase the volume of currency." 


But now it seems inevitable that the 


matter will come before the Senate in 
such form that the Republicans from 
the Western States will have to vote 
for free coinage or appear in a false 
light before their people. 
If a free- 


Coinage poposition is made in the Sen- 
ate it will command tho votes of the 
Senators from Oregon, Nevada, Mon- 
tana, the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas; 
at least one from Minnesota, Mr. Stan- 
ford, of California, Mr. Evarts, of New 
York, and possibly both Mr. Cameron 
and Mr. Quay of Pennsylvania. 


With a few ^Democrats, the Senators 


will pass a "free-coinage bill. 
The 


Western Senators confidently look lor 
this result in the Senate. They expect 
the House to pass tho caucus measure, 
and when both houses have acted, they 
will feel free to vote for a compromise 
proposition without injuring their polit- 
ical standing at homo. 


Chinaman In Jail. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—DatusE. Coon, 


Chinese inspector at San Diego, Cal., 
reports to Chief Inspector Tingle, of 
the Treasury Department that he has 
now in jail waiting trial twenty-six 
Chinamen, one Portuguese and the 
captain of tho sloop "Benicia Boy," for 
violations of tho Chinese Exclusion act. 
Theocaptain of the Benicia Boy con- 
fessed that he was employed by parties 
in San Francisco, and that regular con- 
tracts are entered into in China by 
which, for the safe delivery in the 
United United States, the contracting 
parties are to receive 8149 por head for 
Chinamen. Inspector Coon says he has 
now under arrest one of the principal 
parties and is on the track of others. 


Whether Chinamen land in Mexico or 


British Columbia, he says their ultimate 
destination is to tho United States, and 
it is almost impossible to prevent them 
from coming over the border by night. 


' The Behrln? Sea Question. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—There is ap- 


parently good authority for the state- 
ment that 
tho governments of the 


United States and Great Britain are 
now further apart in their negotiations 
in regard to the question as to whether 
or not Behring Sea is a closed sea, than 
they have been at any time since the 
negotiations were begun. The United 
States maintains that it it a closed sea, 
and was mado so by the treaty of 1825, 
while the British Government contends 
that that treaty does not at all cover 
the case. 


Discussed In Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The McCo- 


mas bill to prevent tho "Gerrymander- 
ing" ol Congressional election districts, 
and tho Merrill Service-pension bill 
were the subjects discussed by the cau- 
cuSof Republican members of the House 
last night. The Gerrymandering bill 
went over until another caucus. 
The 


Merrill Pension bill was amended by a 
proposition to flx the age limitation at 
bixty years, and the caucus at midnight 
adjourned. 


The Albatross and tho Ranter. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Navy 


Department is informed that the Fish 
Commission steamer Albatross having 
bee n thoroughly repaired at Maro Isl- 
and Navy-yard, California, will now 
proceed to tho Aleutian Islands. The 
Ranger was Monday put on dock at 
Mare Island, and the work of refitting 
her wiLl be continued night and day. 


Artesian Irrigation. 


WASHINGTON, April 30. -Colonel Rich- 


ard Hinton has been appointed Superin- 
tendent of Artesian Irrigation, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and has an appro- 
priation of S'30,000 to expend before 
July 1 proximo, in ascertaining whether 
the agriculture of the Dakotas and ad- 
jacent States can be benefited by the 
artesian system.

ANCIENT TIMEPIECES. 


Hiatoiv o' the Gradual IsproTememt in 


the Worku of Modern WatchM. 


The use of the watch has become BO 


common and people are so accustomed to 
take note of time by the pieces which 
they carry in their pockets that they are 
apt to forget how recent an invention it 
is. The first watch was not twenty years 
old when America was discovered. The 
great mass of the human race never saw 
a watch, and if men have lived (as some 
scientists claim) for 100,000 years, then 
how singular the fact that for 98,000 
years of that time no one ever had a 
natch, 
- 


Of course the watch grew out of the 


precedent use of the clock, and it was 
about 600 years between the first clock 
and the first w atch. That is as closely 
as one can estimate dates when the pre- 
cise year of either invention is unknown. 


The invention of the clock is generally 


ascribed to the monk Gerbert, w ho was 
afterward raised to the tiara under the 
name of Pope Sylvester II. 
The first 


clocks vvero cumbrous things, calculated 
only to be hung to the wall and worked 
with cords and weights. 
For a long 


time they were only used in convents 
and monasteries, where they helped to 
make miserable the lives of the inmates. 


Others say that the invention of the 


deck was due to the Saracens. Some 
time in the Fourteenth century the es- 
apeuient was introduced in what is 
nowu as DeWvrk's clock. 
This al- 


jwedof reduction in si^e, but it seems 
o have taken 150 jears more for the 
dea to have gotten into men's minds 
lat the clock might be made small 
nough to cany in the pocket or to hang 


AS an ornament upon the person. 


The city of Nuremburg claims'to have 
mde tho first watch in 1477, and Peter 
Ml, of that city, made watches of steel 
as early as 1490. It is certain that the 


r.st watches vvero called Nuremburg 
ggs, a fact that identifies both the place 
f making and the shape of the watch. 
"ho works were inclosed in circular 
letal cases and were hung from the gir- 
le. They generally suggested the idea 
f the egg. 
The first English watches had weights 
nd vv ere used as a pocket clock. Such 
arly watches had only one hand and re- 
iinred to be wound up twice a day. The 
lialswereof silver and brass, the cases 
.iad no crv stale, but opened at the back 
and front and were four or five inches in 
liameter—about the size of a common 
lessert plate 


The first great improvement of the 


watch—tho substitution of springs for 
weights—was in 1650. These springs 
were not coiled, butweie only straight 
neces of steel. Soon afterward the fusee 
vas invented, connected with a rnain- 
prmg in a barrel. This was fastened to 
i piece of catgut, which waa wound 
iround ft spiral grooved fusee in the shape 
if a cone. The last coils were around 
.he small ind of the cone, thus present 
ng in tin i mining of the watch the least 
eve rage to the gnatest force of the 
spring. 
As the cone vv as unwound the 


everago changed in proportion to the 
'oice of the spring 
This made it pos 


bible to attain considerable accuracy ii 
the running of the watch. A small linked 
chain was substituted for the catgut, anc 
thisstvlcof chain lemamed until com- 
paratively lecent tiu,i-s. The spiral hair 
spring, which is so miif u_\ for equaliz 
Ing the motion, w.us nmnted and at 
tached about the jear 1C58 by Dr. Hook, 
Lengthening 01 shoitelling the spring 
lessens or increases Hie vibrations anc 
uakes the regulation of the watch at 
easv matter. 


The lases of the eaily watches were 


made for personal adornment and were 
of all sorts and shapes. One that be 
longed to Lady Fitzgerald tells in a curi 
ous w ay the i lassie tale of Jupiter am 
Ganymede
